But we succeeded 
in inducing the parties interested to 
give us the route, 
upon o u r a s s u r ­ 
ance th a t this county would do its 
respectable p a rt to make a good and 
p assab le road th ro u g h the county. 
E verybody knows the condition of 
this ro ad from D ecatur to the T a r ­ 
r a n t county line, and knows th a t it is 
a by-word and a re p ro a c h to every 
self-respecting citizen of the county. 
I, together with Mr. W, L R u sh , as 
delegates, attended the annual meet­ 
ing of this highway a ssociation at 
R a to n , N. M. last June, and it was 
there recognized and publicly stated
